For Dam Rights

WASHINGTON, March 1.--A_ Dill 
to prevent the Federal 
company from granting permits 
for power plants on the Colorado | 
river until after the close of the 
10th Congress next year, was 
tayorably reported by the House 
interstate and foreign commerce 
committee. 

Representative Taylor (1) 
Colorado, who filed the bill, said 
its purpose was to prevent private 
power companies from grabbing 
valuable sites on the river before 
the Swing-Johnson bill is passed. 

It would also give the seven 
states in the Colorado river 
an opportunity to effect an agree- 
ment on the Boylder Dam project, 
he said. . 

“There are 25 or 30 applica- 
tions pending before the federal 
power commission, and the sec- 
retary of the interior says that he 
has no authority to withhold per- 
mits, once applications have been 
properly made,” said Taylor, 
addihg: 

“If private power companies get 
a grip on the Colorado river, it 
will’ be difficult to pry them loose 
when, the time comes to put 
through the Boulder Dam Dill.”
